CIVHT\  VfXCfUA,  June  30. 
The  b;t;iimi.,g  of  c  it  is  month  a  mod 
teirible  battle  was  fought  about  12 
leagues  From  the  point ot  Medina,  be- 
tween an  ■/Jgeiiue  cruifer  ot  18  guns, 
full  of  men,  and  a  (lap  of  26  nine  and 
twelve  pounders,  belonging  to  the 
king  of  the  two  iicihes  ,  the  conflict 
began  at  feven  in  the  morning,  ami 
laded  till  near  three  iuthe  afte»nojn. 
The  Algerine  received  the  fir  it  broad- 
fide,  which  carried  away  the  (tai  board 
main  chains,  and  much  damaged  the 
(landing  rigging  ;  the  falute  was  im- 
mediately returned,  and  the  fight 
Commenced  w  ith  the  utnioRrefolution 
— each  party  feemed  deteriniued  to 
conquer  or  die  ;  the  pirate  hoilted  the 
bloody  flag,  and  run  along  lidethe  fri- 
gate, in  a  lunation  ready  lor  board* 
ing,  and  had  nearly  grappled  he  r,  but 
ilie  kept  up  luch  a  conftant  well  di- 
rected tire  into  the  rover,  that  enti- 
rely fruttrated  their  intention,  &  kill- 
ed a  vail  number  of  their  men,  yet 
this  fuccefs.  did  not  prevent  the  bar- 
l>a,  ian  making  another  attempt,  which 
alio  failed  w  1th  great  loft  ;  tliis  oblig- 
ed them  to  nicer  off  for  a  fhorc  time, 
but  they  foon  renewed  the  combat, 
when  a  moll  tremenduous  cannonade
